Board of Health Reinstates an
Efficient Employee.

The friends of J. D. McVeigh, and

there are a great many of them, are
rejoicing over the fact that, on Satur-

day last Health Agent Reynolds gave

it out that the best Superintendent the
Quarantine Station ever saw had been
reinstated, and that he would return
to his position on September 1st. Mr.
McVeigh has been out of a position for
several weeks, or ever since a quantity
of opium was captured in the baggage
of a certain Chinese immigrant by po-

lice authorities. At the time, it was
claimed that McVeigh had had a hand
in the smuggling of opium in to the
country. McVeigh was suspended
from duty, and for a while it looked as
if another man might be appointed in
his place.

At a recent meeting of the Board of
Health, the medical members of that
body stuck up for Mr. McVeigh. They
did not believe him guilty. McVeigh
himself had stated that the searching
of the baggage of the Immigrants was
not in his, but in the hands of the
Custom House authorities. His duties
were to see to the fumigation of bag-
gage and attend to various matters in
connection with the station.

Nothing could be found against Mr.
McVeigh, and so he has been reinstat-
ed.

Police Court Notes.
In the Police Court Saturday morn-

ing three of the Chinamen captured re-

cently by Chillingworth and Vida and
charged with unlawful possession of
opium, plead guilty and had sentence
suspended. The cases of the remain-
ing six of the gang were nolle pross'd.

Kiili, the kahuna, had his case post-

poned until the 31st.
Ah Lock and Ah Kwai, the two

Chinamen who assaulted Ah On, the
Chinese informer, were fined and
costs each.

Chin VvTo, the Chinese laundryman,
charged with unlawful possession of
opium, was reprimanded and his case
nolle pross'd.

Kauhane was fined $2 and costs for
drunkenness.

Rode down the steps of the west front of the Capitol, March 31st; he was photo-
graphed during his descent, and the product of the camera is on exhibition to con-
vince the skeptics.

He left the saddle, but at the bottom, wheel
and rider fell in a heap--th- e latter escaped, however, without a serious bruise The
STERLING wheel, which he was riding, DID NOT LOOSEN A BOLT, OR WEAKEN AT
ANY POINT under the severe strain to which it was put, and aside from a twisted
handle bar, received at the bottom, came out of the ordeal without a scratch.
